Last July, the Illinois State Dental Society and the Illinois 
Laboratory Owners Association, realizing the necessity for joint effort 
in law enforcement, appointed a joint committee to go into all 
phases of the illegal laboratory problem. 

The latest meeting of this special committee was held on 
December 7, 1951 at the LaSalle Hotel in Chicago, at which time 
it was agreed by members of both committees that in order to assist 
in the enforcement of the Dental Practice Act, any violations which 
are known to the members of either group, should be reported to 
the central office of the Illinois State Dental Society, addressed to 
Dr. Paul W. Clopper, Secretary of the Enforcement Committee, 623 
Jefferson Building, Peoria, Illinois. 

Both organizations and their component groups and the State 
Department of Registration and Education are cooperating in every 
way possible to secure full enforcement of the law. Mr. Hobart 
C. Engle, Director of the department, has shown a most gratifying 
interest in this matter and plans to take personal charge of it for 
his organization. Success is however largely dependent upon the 
cooperation of all of our members in reporting violations and secur- 
ing helpful information for the prosecution of violators. 

At the recent meeting of the Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society, the Council voted to restore recognition of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association. Therefore, our organ- 
izations are now in a fine position and ready and willing to go 
forward in our joint efforts in protecting the general health and 
welfare of the public of our great and populous state.

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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS—MAY, 1951

Dr. Zinser, Dr. Oppice, Dr. Jacob, 
Dr. Mitchell, Reverend Gates, mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Dental Soci- 
ety, honored guests, ladies and gentle- 
men: On this, the Eighty-Seventh An- 
nual Meeting of our society, accept 
my sincere greetings. May peace, pros- 
perity, and happiness be yours. We are 
now in the midst of another year, one 
that may be recorded as a_ turning 
point in world history. The events of 
the past year have been a mixture of 
failures and successes for us as a na- 
tion. This is a time for stout-hearted 
men to step forward boldly with deter- 
mination to cooperate in évery effort 
made to preserve our American heri- 
tage. 

Though things look bad at this 
hour, if we will but go back through 
history we will find that even in times 
when all seemed lost, some divine 
providence brought forth a_ leader 
great enough to save the situation. 


Dentistry has contributed its share 
in the past and can be depended upon 
to do so again. 

This being a progress report and 
not a resume of a year’s work, I shall 
endeavor to point out some of the 
plans and activities under way, and a 
few of the things which with your 
help we hope to accomplish. The com- 
mittees concerned have prepared an 
excellent program for this meeting 
and have provided the arrangements 
necessary for our comfort. We are in- 
debted to them for their efforts. 


Membership: No organization such 
as ours can successfully operate with- 
out an active and increasing member- 
ship. Our society continues to be the 
second largest in number of members 
of all the constituents of the American 
Dental Association, Let us continue to 
keep it that way. I feel that due to 
world conditions and the many seri- 
ous problems facing us today, we 


should endeavor more than ever to 
encourage the eligible non-members 
in our state to join our society. Dr. 
Starshak and his committee deserve 
much praise for what they have done. 

Special Committee on Military Af- 
fairs: Shortly after the outbreak of 
hostilities in Korea, the officers of 
your society were of the opinion that 
some members of our profession 
would again be called to active duty 
to serve with the armed forces. On 
August 23, 1950, the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee created the ‘Special Committee 
on Military Affairs.” 

It is composed of an executive com- 
mittee consisting of the Officers of 
the State Society, the trustee of the 
eighth district, the chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee and the 
chairman of the Special Committee 
on Military Affairs. The Executive 
Committee, together with the chair- 
man and committee from each of the 
twenty-two components constitute the 
over-all state committee. This brings 
the responsibility for determining of 
the essentiality or availability of den- 
tal reserve officers down to a_local 
level, as it should be. ; 

Duties: 1. To cooperate with the 
armed forces in determining the essen- 
tiality or availability of dental reserve 
officers called to active duty. 2. The 
activity of this committee, working in 
an advisory capacity to the Illinois 
advisory committee to Selective Serv- 
ice on the selection of dentists would 
materially aid in the appropriate con- 
sideration of the respective needs of 
the armed forces and of the civilian 
population for the service of the mem- 
bers of our profession. 


I am glad to report there is a fine 
spirit “f cooperation at this time be- 
tween the armed forces and the mem- 
bers of our profession. Dr. Robert J. 
Wells, chairman of this committee, is 
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doing an excellent job. He is untiring 
in his efforts, always ready to do what- 
ever is asked of him. He deserves spe- 
cial commendation for his efforts, 

Federal Health Legislation Informa- 
tion: There have been introduced in 
the present eighty-second session of 
Congress 134 bills pertaining in some 
manner to dental health. Mr. Oscar 
Ewing, Social Security Administrator, 
has had introduced a bill on com- 
pulsory health insurance. It is not 
anticipated that this bill will get any 
recognition. The action is probably 
intended more to keep the legislation 
on record than to secure its passage 
at this session of Congress. 

However, we must remember that 
this threat will always be with us be- 
cause the seed has been broadcast and 
will germinate whenever and wherever 
given an opportunity, so we as mem- 
bers must continue to be on the alert, 
keeping abreast of the news releases 
concerning our representatives in 
Washington. The personal approach 
is by far the best, and it is the dem- 
ocratic approach on all matters of 
national welfare. The entire member- 
ship is deeply grateful for the ac- 
complishments of the chairman, Dr. 
William E. Mayer, who, often going 
beyond his physical strength, is con- 
tinuing to go forward in his untiring 
eflorts. 

The activities of the Council on 
Dental Health are extremely impor- 
tant. Working closely with the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Division of 
Dental Health, of which Dr. John E. 
Chrietzberg is chief, it provides assur- 
ance that the feeling of the dental 
profession is represented in the dental 
health programs throughout the state. 
All the major functions of the State 
Division of Dental Health are cleared 
through the Council on Dental 
Health. 

Favorable reports on_ studies of 
fluoridation of water supplies and en- 
dorsement by the American Dental 
Association and Illinois State Dental 
Society, with continued study, have 
greatly increased the interest in this 
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plase of preventive dentistry in Illi- 
nois. The x-ray program, first initiated 
in Illinois, continues to be popular 
with both the lay public and the 
dental profession. Last year approxi- 
mately 75,000 bite wing x-ray pictures 
were taken. Surveys have shown that 
about fifty per cent of those partici- 
pating in the x-ray program go to a 
private dentist for necessary dental 
care. Dr. Hugh Tarpley, chairman, 
and his committee have worked un- 
ceasingly to keep this program the 
outstanding one in the entire nation. 
We feel that it is the duty of each 
one of us to cooperate in every pos- 
sible way to assist in this good work. 
For while we cannot and will not 
overlook present needs, we must take 
a far look ahead to the day when 
through education and diet we will 
observe better teeth, clean, wholesome 
mouth conditions, and a highly im- 
proved and healthier race of people. 
in carrying out this program we 
must continually see to it that den- 
tistry is the guiding factor in all 
activities in this field, and continue to 
merit the respect of the people. 

Interprofessional Relations: This 
committee, of which Dr. Russell G. 
Boothe is chairman, is to be com- 
mended for the nice work they have 
been doing. After several conferences, 
a meeting was held with the six heal- 
ing arts represented. There were Den- 
tal, Medical, Pharmaceutical, Optom- 
etry and Veterinarian societies and 
State Nurses Association. It was unani- 
mously decided that this group should 
form the Interprofessional Council, 
subject to ratification by the respective 
executive councils of each society. 
There isn’t any question but that this 
committee will be in a position to do 
much good. It will make a complete 
report at this meeting. 

The Public Policy Committee under 
the able leadership of Dr. John W., 
Green, chairman, is to be highly com- 
mended for what they have accom- 
plished. I recommend that every mem- 
ber read carefully the report of this 
committee to the Executive Council, 

















which will be printed in the section 
on committee reports. 

Prosthetic Dental Service: Many 
things have developed in the past few 
months regarding the laboratory situa- 
tion which makes it a bit confusing. 
The Prosthetic Dental Service Com- 
mittee has been alert as to conditions 
in Chicago which may spread down 
state concerning the critical situation. 
Until decisions are made which clarify 
activities, we feel it best to withhold 
any statement regarding it. We are 
most concerned in continuing har- 
mony and accord between the Illinois 
State Dental Society and the Illinois 
Dental Laboratory Owners Associa- 
tion and will consistently work toward 
that end. We are very fortunate in 
having Dr. Lloyd Dodd as chairman 
of this committee, for with his many 
years of experience in this work, I am 


sure he will handle the situation 
capably. 
Public Welfare Committee: Dr. 


George E. Thoma, chairman of this 
committee, reports the answers to let- 
ters sent to the secretaries of all the 
component societies and members of 
his committee asking whether they 
had any particular complaints about 
the way the public welfare program 
is being handled. He found the main 
questions in the minds of the dentists 
was to the amount of the fee and 
method of payment. Because of the 
passage of House Bill No. 6000, it 
seems that direct payment to the den- 
tist may be possible. Dr. Thoma and 
his committee are to be complimented 
on the results of their work during 
the brief time théy have served. 

Insurance: Our society’s group sick- 
ness and accident plan which became 
effective May 1, 1949, is working quite 
satisfactorily. The participation has 
been up to expectations, and the com- 
pany reports a favorable experience. 
We owe much to Dr. L. E. Steward 
and his committee for having arranged 
for this type of group plan of insur- 
ance. Many of our members have 
already benefited from it. 

By action of the Executive Council 


on Monday, May 7, a hospitalization 
plan for dentists, their families and 
employees was accepted as presented 
by the North American Insurance 
Company. Information and. prospectus 
will be forwarded to all members of 
our society in the near future. 

The committee on Veterans’ Affairs 
is working with the proper officials of 
the war department in forming a bet- 
ter fee schedule. They hope to have 
something definite to report later. 

The Study Club committee under 
the leadership of Dr. Ross Bradley is 
working out a fine program for this 
year. During this meeting they will 
have something definite regarding the 
Caravan Study Club. We appreciate 
what they are doing. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Schoen, Jr., the ILLiNoIs DEN- 
TAL JOURNAL continues to go forward 
in comparison with other publications 
of its kind. I also wish to pay tribute 
to Miss Patricia Nealin, advertising 
manager. The entire staff not only has 
contributed greatly to the success of 
the JouRNAL, but has materially bene- 
fited the membership as a whole. 

I am grateful for the fine coopera- 
tion I am having with the central 
office, and also for its outstanding 
competence in conducting the business 
of our society. Until one serves in an 
official capacity, he cannot fully appre- 
ciate the innumerable duties, large 
and small, that the Secretary’s office 
must anticipate, consider and perform. 
Each year the demands upon this office 
become greater, but they are always 
capably discharged by our efficient 
Secretary, Paul W. Clopper, the As- 
sistant Secretary, Miss Sadie Alloway, 
and stenographer, Mrs. Dorothy Rose- 
boom. For me to attempt to express 
my real appreciation would be futile. 
My sincere thanks to all of them. They 
deserve the plaudits of the entire 
society. 

We lost to the grim reaper a short 
time ago one of our official family, Dr. 
Larry Neber, our councilman from 
the Central Western District. He will 
be greatly missed. It is wonderful to 
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have lived the life of service as Larry 
had, and his memory will continue 
on through the years. 

Throughout the past few months it 
has been my pleasant privilege to visit 
various component societies, and I am 
planning to visit as many more as 
possible during the year. At the meet- 
ings I have attended, I could sense a 
fine spirit of cooperation, not only 
among their own group, but there 
seemed to be a _ willingness that it 
should spread among all the compo- 
nents. With that accomplished, with 
all working together, we will be in a 


better position to combat whatever 
may face us. 

It is the hope of your officers that 
you make your wants and_ needs 
known so we may all serve you better.

In 
the past there have been many in- 
stances wherein members who resided 
near the boundaries of prescribed jur- 
isdictions have exercised the above- 
mentioned option and have joined 
and paid dues to a Component other 
than the one under which they prop- 
erly belonged by virtue of the loca- 
tion of their practice. The area of 
practice is construed as the proper 
connotation of jurisdiction, as against 
place ef residence.

A large number of dentists residing 
in the more westerly suburbs of the met- 
ropolitan area instead of affiliating them 
selves with the Chicago Dental Society 
as they should according to their places 
of residence and practice have affiliated 
themselves with the Fox River Valley 
Dental Society.

Chicago, Barrington, Roselle and others 
are members of the Fox River Society. 

Would it be possible to get a ruling 
from the State Society at the forthcoming 
meeting on this question so we have, by 
instituting action via channels, taken the 
proper initial steps to correct this situa- 
tion?

resides or practices. This letter to give 
each member a year’s time to direct 
a letter to the State Secretary stating 
his reasons why he wishes to remain 
in his present component or if he is 
willing to be transferred to the proper 
component. In the event no answer is 
received within the year in the Secre- 
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tary’s office, he will automatically be 
transferred to the proper component. 
Carried. 

Dr. Graham moved that the Execu- 
tive Council send forward to the Gen- 
eral Body the purpose and scope of 
a resolution requesting that the word 
“reside” be deleted from Article VIII, 
Section 2, of the Constitution and 
Article VI, Section 7, of the Bylaws. 
Seconded by Dr. Lindholm and car- 
ried. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed by President Gonwa to pre- 
sent to the general body on Wednes- 
day, May 9, the above resolution: 
Dr. Graham, chairman, Doctors Lueb- 
ke, Gresens, Thoma and Lindholm. 

Chairman of the Public Policy Com- 
mittee, Dr. John W. Green, appeared 
before the Council and read his re- 
port. Dr. Wenger moved, Dr. Gresens 
seconded, that the report of the Pub- 
lic Policy Committee be accepted with 
commendation. Carried. (Page 94) 

Members of the Illinois State Board 
of Dental Examiners were introduced 
to the Council—Dr. E. F. Wendel, 
chairman, Doctors McKee and Bald- 
ridge. Each member spoke briefly rela- 
tive to the activities of the Board. It 
was stated that the Junior Board was 
no longer in operation. 

Report of the Insurance Committee 
was read by the chairman, Dr. L, E. 
Steward. The following items were 
voted on: 


1. Hospitalization Plan for members, 
their families and employees. It was 
moved by Dr. Zinser that the North Amer- 
ican Life Insurance Plan be accepted as 
presented. Seconded by.Dr. Wenger and 
carried. 

2. Regarding liability of the Illinois 
State Dental Society concerning insurance 
to cover employees under the Working- 
men’s Compensation Act. The Committee 
have been informed by the Legislative 
Committee of the A.D.A. that we have 
no legal obligation and that the Act 
does not apply to our Society. It was 
moved by Dr. Gresens, seconded by Dr. 
Hindman, and carried, that the recom- 
mendation of the Insurance Committee 
be accepted. 








3. Social Security for Illinois State Den- 
tal Society Employees. On motion by Dr. 
Wenger, seconded by Dr. Scanlan, it was 
carried that the Council adopt the recom- 
mendations of the Insurance Committee 
as to the future status of Illinois State 
Dental Society employees under Social 
Security, and if requested by the em- 
ployees, apply for entrance in the next 
available quarter. 

The Secretary then read the follow- 
ing letter from Dr. Wayne Vaught, 
President of the Champaign-Danville 
Dental Society: 

“May 5, 1951 

Dear Doctor Gonwa: 

At the March meeting of the Cham- 
paign-Danville District Dental Society, a 
motion was made to separate this com- 
ponent. It was also decided that all mem- 
bers be notified by mail of this deci- 
sion and that a card vote be taken. 

To date we have received (55) return 
postcards from the (78) members of our 
district. There were (38) for the division 
and (17) votes against it. 

For several years there has been some 
dissatisfaction due to the fact that there 
were only two meetings a year. It appears 
that better local administration of dental 
affairs can be accomplished by separate 
societies. 

A few of the benefits of such a sep- 
aration are: 1. Programs can be selected 
which appeal more to local interest. 2. 
Ready access to current A.D.A. and State 
Society News. 3. Regular and_ shorter 
monthly meetings. 4. More local coop- 
eration. 5. Better division of committee 
representations. 6. Elimination of the 
overlapping of programs and dues. 7. 
Better cooperation with civil defense pro- 
grams and the matter of fluoridation of 
water supplies. 8. Better local publicity 
and news coverage. 

Since the voting indicates that the ma- 
jority of members are in favor of dis- 
solving the Champaign-Danville District 
Dental Society, we seek the approval of 
the Illinois State Dental Society and _ its 
officers.

Dr. Porto moved, Dr. Gresens sec- 
onded, that this matter of dissolving 
the Champaign-Danville District Den- 
tal Society be referred to the Redis- 
tricting Committee for further study, 
Carried. 

Dr. Robert J. Pollock, vice-chairman 
of the Clinic Committee, presented an 


oral report. It was moved by Dr. Porto, 
seconded by Dr. Lindholm, that the 
report be accepted. Carried. 

On motion by Dr. Wenger, seconded 
by Dr. Hindman, the invitation of 
the G. V. Black District Dental Society 
to hold the 1952 meeting in Spring- 
field was accepted. Carried. 

Dr. Zinser moved, Dr. Tolar sec- 
onded, that the 1952 meeting be held 
May 5-6-7-8, 1952. Carried. 

Motion by Dr. Tolar that Secretary 
Clopper be reelected for the year 1952. 
Seconded by Dr. Porto and carried 
unanimously. 

Due to the increased activities in 
the Central Office and amount of time 
spent in the Central Office, it was 
moved by Dr. Graham and seconded 
by Dr. Porto that the salary of the Sec- 
retary be increased from $4,800.00 per 
year to $6,000.00 per year. After a 
general discussion of this motion, it 
was moved by Dr. Wenger, seconded 
by Dr. Hindman, that the above mo- 
tion be amended to read as follows: 
“That the salary of the Secretary be 
increased to $5,500.00 per year, effec- 
tive June 1, 1951, instead of $6,000.00. 
Carried. 

Dr. Wenger nominated Dr. Werner 
J. Gresens for Treasurer for the year 
1952. Seconded by Dr. Zinser. 

Motion by Dr. Wenger, seconded by 
Dr. Tolar, that nominations be closed 
and that the Secretary cast a unani- 
mous ballot for Dr. Werner J. Gres- 
ens. Carried. 

Motion by Dr. Wenger that Dr. 
Wm. P. Schoen, Jr., be reappointed 
Fditor for the year 1952. Seconded by 
Dr. Porto and carried. 

Dr. Wenger moved, Dr. Porto sec- 
onded, that the Editor’s expense ac- 
count be increased to $1,800.00 per 
year, effective July 1, 1951. Carried. 

The Council recessed at 11:30 a.m. 
to reconvene on Wednesday afternoon 
at 1:00 p.m. 
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The Executive Council reconvened 
at 1:30 p.m., Wednesday, May 9, with 
President Gonwa presiding and all 
members present, 

Dr. Zinser, chairman, presented the 
report of the Committee on Commit- 
tees for 1952. Motion by Dr. Tolar, 
seconded by Dr. Helpenstell, that the 
report be accepted with power to the 
committee to fill any vacancies where 
members named will be unable to 
serve. Carried. (Page 102) 

Dr. T. C. Starshak, chairman of the 
Membership Committee, asked the 
Council for clarification of the recom- 
mendation that was adopted by the 
Illinois State Dental Society in regard 
to dues for men in service, passed on 
January 13, 1951. The following mo- 
tion was made to clarify this recom- 
mendation: Dr. Gresens moved, Dr. 
Wenger seconded, that authorization 
be granted to the Membership Com- 
mittee to consider members who were 
in service prior to March Ist, 1951, as 
members in good standing. ‘These men 
to pay A.D.A. dues and the dues of 
their component society unless compo- 
nent dues are waived. Carried. 

Dr. Zinser moved that a committee 
be appointed by President Gonwa to 
procure an appropriate gift for Dr. 
Harold W. Oppice, President of the 
A.D.A., and that this gift be presented 
to him at the A.D.A. meeting in Wash- 
ington. Seconded by Dr. Wenger and 
carried. 

Dr. Graham, chairman, read a pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution 
and Bylaws. Dr. Tolar moved, Dr. 
Luebke seconded, that the resolution 
be approved as submitted to the 
Council and that this committee be 
instructed to present it for first read- 
ing to the General Session on Wed- 
nesday, May 9. Carried. 

Dr. Zinser moved, Dr. Graham sec- 
onded, that the expense of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary to the A.D.A. meet- 
ing in Washington be paid. Carried. 

Dr. Thoma moved, Dr. Graham sec- 
onded, that the delegates to the A.D.A. 
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meeting in Washington in October be 
paid $35.00 per session attended; this 
also applies to alternates who serve as 
delegates. Carried. 

Dr. Wenger moved, Dr. Tolar sec- 
onded, that power to act for the Exec- 
utive Council be vested in the Ad 
Interim Committee until the next reg- 
ular meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil, Carried. 

Dr. Elmer Ebert, Secretary of the 
Chicago Dental Society appeared be- 
fore the Executive Council and re- 
quested that due to matters of finances 
and the budget preparation of the 
Chicago Dental Society, that the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society refund a 
portion of the relief money received 
from the A.D.A. to components. 

Dr. Gresens moved, Dr. Hindman 
seconded, that this matter be referred 
to the Ad Interim Committee and that 
the Ad Interim Committee be in- 
structed to meet with the officers of 
the Chicago Dental Society for further 
study. Carried. 

It was moved by Dr. Wenger, sec- 
onded by Dr. Tolar, that after the Ad 
Interim Committee had met with the 
officers of the Chicago Dental Society 
and the data compiled, that a special 
meeting of the Executive Council and 
officers of the Chicago Dental Society 
be called, to be held in Chicago on 
a Wednesday to take action on. this 
matter. Carried. (As a_ satisfactory 
agreement with the Chicago Dental 
Society was consummated at the Ad 
Interim Committee meeting, the pro- 
posed special meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council was cancelled by a tele- 
phone poll of Council members.) 

Dr. John W. Green, chairman of the 
Public Policy Committee, spoke briefly 
on H.B. #490 and suggested the Coun- 
cil take favorable action, Dr. Gresens 
moved that the Executive Council of 
the Illinois State Dental Society go on 
record as favoring the passage of H.B. 
#490. Seconded by Dr. Zinser and 
carried. 














At this time Dr. Smith suggested 
changing meeting places for future 
Annual Meetings in order to stimulate 
attendance. Dr. Zinser moved, Dr. 
Tolar seconded, that the President be 
empowered to appoint a committee of 
three to study this matter and present 
their findings to the next meeting of 
the Executive Council.

On motion by Dr. Gresens, seconded 
by Dr. Thoma, it was moved that the 
component society under whose juris- 
diction the Annual Meeting is held 
should be reimbursed for all necessary 
entertainment expenses up to $200.00. 
Carried. 

Chairman of the Interprofessional 
Relations Committee, Dr. Russell G. 
Boothe, reported on the meetings held 
relative to the forming of the Inter- 
professional Council. (Officers elected: 
President—Wayne Slaughter; Secre- 
tary—Ralph Carpenter; Treasurer— 
Glenn Moore). (Page 90) 

Dr. Lloyd H. Dodd, chairman, made 
an oral report for the Prosthetic Den- 
tal Service Committee. Dr. Graham 
moved, Dr. Wenger seconded, that this 
report be received. Carried. 

Dr. Gresens moved, Dr. ‘Thoma sec- 
onded, that due to the chaotic condi- 
tions of the laboratory industry from 
a National, State and Local level, the 
Illinois State Dental Society deems it 
advisable to withdraw the recognition 
that was instituted on March 29, 1947, 
and reiteration of this recognition on 
May 11, 1949, until unity has been 
attained. Carried. 





As a member of the Board of Public 
Health Advisors, Dr. Dodd reported 
on the reorganization of the Illinois 
State Health Department. He was very 
happy to report that dentistry had 
been put on a divisional status in the 
Health Department. 

Dr. Tolar moved, Dr. Gresens sec- 
onded, that $10.00 per session be paid 
to members of the Executive Council 


for attendance at called meetings. 
Carried. 
Dr. Helpenstell, member of the 


committee appointed by the President 
to meet with Doctors Tarpley and 
Chrietzberg, relative to the continua- 
tion of the Poster Contest, presented 
the following outcome of this meeting: 
That the Poster Contest be discon- 
tinued. 

Dr. Helpenstell moved, Dr. Zinser 
seconded, that due to the lack of inter- 
est in the Poster Contest that it be 
discontinued and that the _ Illinois 
State Dental Society discontinue sup- 
plying $75.00 worth of bonds.

Dr. Helpenstell moved, Dr. Thoma 
seconded, that the salary ceiling for 
the Assistant Secretary be raised to 
$4,200.00 per year, effective June I, 
1951.

Redistricting Committee 
Report: 


The Ad Interim Committee met with 
the Redistricting Committee at 2:00 
p-m., to discuss component matters. 
Three representatives of the Cham- 
paign-Danville District appeared with 
a request that the Champaign-Danville 
District be divided into two compo- 
nents. After considerable discussion, a 
plan was proposed whereby the Dis- 
trict could. operate with two branch 
societies, each receiving a per capita 
division of income and that the dis- 
trict society would act as a holding 
and forwarding organization.

The Chairman of the Committee 
on Committees report on Delegates 
and Alternates asked for more time. 
Granted. 

The reading of the following com- 
mittee reports was dispensed with, due 
to the fact that same had been previ- 
ously mailed to each Councilman: 

1. Relief Committee. Dr. Zinser 
moved, Dr. Graham seconded, that the 
report of the Relief Committee be 
accepted as printed. Carried. 

2. Membership Committee. Action 
was not taken on this report at this 
time, as Dr. Starshak, chairman, was 
to appear before the Council at the 
afternoon session. 

3. Public Policy Committee. Dr. 
Tolar moved, Dr. Smith seconded, that 
this report be accepted. Carried, 

Dr. Wenger moved, Dr. Lindholm 
seconded, that:the Public Policy ‘Com- 
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mittee be authorized to offer the 
proper amendment to the existing stat- 
ute at the next session of the legisla- 
ture, designed to specifically exempt 
dentists from jury duty. Carried. 

4. Public Welfare Committee. Dr. 
Porto moved, Dr. Zinser seconded, that 
this report be accepted. Carried. 

5. Special Committee on Dental 
Economics. Dr. Smith moved, second- 
ed by Dr. Hindman, that this special 
committee report be accepted. Carried. 

6. Special Committee on Military 
Affairs. Dr. Smith moved, seconded by 
Dr. Wenger, that this report be ac- 
cepted as printed. Carried. 

7. Council on Dental Health. Dr. 
Wenger moved, Dr. Lindholm sec- 
onded, that the report of the Council 
on Dental Health be accepted with 
commendation. Carried. 

The recommendations submitted by 
the Council on Dental Health were 
acted upon separately as follows: 

1. In consideration of the advice 
offered by the State Department of 
Insurance that special legislation is 
needed for the establishment of a pre- 
payment dental plan, it is recommend- 
ed that the Illinois State Dental Soci- 
ety, in cooperation with the State De- 
partment of Insurance, take action to 
obtain the passage of an enabling act 
to permit the operation of prepayment 
dental plans. 

Dr. Helpenstell moved, Dr. Scanlan 
seconded, that this recommendation 
be referred to the Public Policy Com- 
mittee for investigation and study, and 
that the Public Policy Committee re- 
port on same at the May meeting 
of the Executive Council. Carried. 

2. The Council on Dental Health 
recommends that the budget for the 
Illinois Department of Public Health, 
Division of Dental Health, be in- 
creased. The increase is necessary be- 
cause of new activities such as fluorida- 
tion promotion. It is recommended 
that the present budget of $139,000.00 
be increased to $200,000.00. 

Dr. Porto moved, Dr. Wenger sec- 
onded, that this recommendation be 
referred back to the Council on Den- 
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tal Health for further study and report 
back to the Executive Council in May. 
Carried. The Council was particularly 
interested in knowing what specific 
purpose this increase in budget would 
cover. 

3. Support by the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society should be given to the 
American Dental Association in their 
effort to obtain grant-in-aid funds, ear- 
marked for dental health, from the 
federal government. This will greatly 


strengthen the position of public 
health dentistry. 
Dr. Smith moved, Dr. Peters sec- 


onded, that this recommendation also 
be referred back to the Council on 
Dental Health for further study and 
report back to the Executive Council 
in May. Carried. 

4. A resolution should be adopted 
by the Illinois State Dental Society 
recommending that the sale of candy 
and sweetened beverages be banned 
in all Illinois schools. Such a resolu- 


tion would be _ widely publicized 
throughout the state. 
Dr. Smith moved, Dr. Tolar sec- 


onded, that this recommendation be 


accepted with high commendation. 
Carried. 
5. In view of the recent increases 


in the members of the State board 
of public health advisors, it is recom- 
mended that an effort be made to 
place additional dental members on 
the board. 

Dr. Smith moved, Dr. Peters sec- 
onded, that an effort be made to have 
a second member of the Illinois State 
Dental Society appointed to the Board 
of Public Health Advisors. Carried. 

6. In order to gain better represen- 
tation of public health dentistry on 
the State and national levels, it is 
recommended that members of the 
dental profession join the dental sec- 
tions of the Illinois Public Health 
Association and the American Public 
Health Association. It is also recom- 
mended that the Illinois State Dental 
Society, in cooperation with the Illi- 
nois Department of Public Health, ex- 
plore the possibility of legally making 








public health dentistry a basic health 
service. 

Dr. Smith moved, Dr. Porto second- 
ed, that this recommendation be re- 
ferred back to the Council on Dental 
Health for further study and report 
back to the Executive Council in May. 
Carried, 

7. Resolution proposed to and 
adopted by the First Illinois Confer- 
ence on Physicians and Schools ar- 
ranged by The Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical Soci- 
ety held in Urbana, Illinois, on No- 
vember 15 and 16, 1951, as follows: 

a. Elimination of gum, candy and 
“pop” vending machines in schools 
and replacing them, if desired, by nuts 
and other protein refreshments. 

b. The inclusion of a minimum five 
hours of lecture on Dental Health in 
the curriculum of State Teachers 
Training Schools. Members of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society would fur- 
nish the speakers. 

Illinois dentists made a good im- 
pression in all sections of the Con- 
ference, equaling, if not outnumber- 
ing, the physicians present. The den- 
tists requested and were granted the 
privilege of editing the recommenda- 
tions of the Conference prior to pub- 
lication. 

It is recommended that the Illinois 
State Dental Society concur in the 
above resolution. 

(a) Dr. Zinser moved, 
seconded, that this 
be accepted.

9. Numerous problems are con- 
stantly facing your Council on Dental 
Health, and most of the minor ones 
are taken care of without bothering 
the Executive Council. We are con- 
stantly asked the question “When are 
Dental Hygienists going to be permit- 
ted to apply sodium fluoride?” An in- 
creasing number of our profession are 
in accord with the idea of liberalizing 
our Dental Practice Act regarding 
Dental Hygienists to the extent of 
allowing them to apply sodium fluo- 
ride to our young patients. 

It is recommended that if any 
change in the law is desired or con- 
templated, immediate steps should be 
taken to inaugurate legislative pro- 
ceedings. Definite and concrete plans 
must be ready for presentation to the 
legislature well before January 1, 1953.

This is to inform the Champaign-Danville 
District Dental Society of the recommendations 
made at a meeting of the Redistricting Com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Dental Society, 
meeting in conjunction with the Ad Interim 
Committee. Doctors Donald L. Carpenter, 
Danville, G. W. Akerly, Milford, and H. F. 
Heaton, Hoopeston, appeared before the 
committee Wednesday, December 5, 1951, in 
Chicago, and reported on the action of the 
Champaign-Danville District, relative to a 
division into two separate components. Doctors 
Akerly and Heaton also stated their views. 
During the discussion of the problem, it was 
brought out that due to Article VI, Section 3, 
of the Bylaws, it would not be possible to 
grant a single county a charter. This bylaw 
states: ‘The Executive Council may, where it 
seems advisable approve of and recognize as 
a Component Society an organization of den- 
tists of more than one county.’ 

The committee being unanimous in the 
wish to assist in every way possible to comply 
with the majority vote of the Champaign- 
Danville District, but being aware ‘that a

change in the Bylaws would be necessary and 
that two years would elapse before an amend- 
ment change could be affected, the following 
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recommendation was made and approved by 
the representatives of the Champaign-Dan- 
ville Society, the Redistricting Committe and 
the Ad Interim Committee. 


Recommendation: 

That the Champaign-Danville District Den- 
tal Society be retained to act as a_ holding 
organization for the following purposes: 

1. That the present Champaign-Urbana 
Society and the Danville District Dental So- 
ciety be known as branch societies of the 
Champaign-Danville District Dental Society. 

2. That the Champaign-Danville District 
Dental Society act as an agency for forward- 
ing dues to the State Society as received from 
the branch societies. 

3. That the Champaign-Danville Society 
be authorized to call two meetings a year for 
the purpose of— 

a. Election of component officers. 
b. Arrange annual play day. 

4. That each branch society elect their 
own officers and arrange their own scientific 
program. 

5. That the dues be divided on a pei 
capita basis with a sufficient amount set aside 
for actual component needs. 

6. That the Central Office of the Illinois 
State Dental Society place each branch so- 
ciety on the mailing list in order that they 
may receive all announcements and _ corres- 
pondence that normally is addressed to a 
Component Society. 

It was the opinion of those present at this 
meeting that in order to expedite the division, 
a mail vote could again be taken on the above 
recommendation and an official request for 
approval be addressed to the Central Office to 
be presented at the annual meeting of the 
Executive Council, January 11, 1952 This 
action would make it possible for the two 
branch societies to effect their own organiza- 
tion by the beginning of the year 1952.

Dear Doctor Gonwa: 

We in Champaign-Urbana certainly had 
nothing to do with the instigation of the 
proposed split of the Champaign-Danville 
District Dental Society. However, after it was 
started some of us here felt that it was a 
good thing. 

The Executive Committee of the Illinois 
State Dental Society states that we cannot 
split under existing bylaws and suggest that 
we carry on for two more years until the 
present bylaws can be amended. 

We also feel that a split would have abso- 
lutely no effect on anyone except our own 
membership and as a charter cannot be 
granted to a single county, two societies could 
be formed from our present membership. All 
of Champaign county and part of Ford county 
could be one society and all of Vermilion 
county and part of Iroquois county being an- 
other. 

It seems to us that this would solve the 
only problem that is confronting the State 
Fxecutive Committee. 

Actually in effect the split is already in op- 
eration whether official or not. The damage 
was done when the split was proposed as 
being the wishes of the majority of the local 
Danville society. 

As we sent no representative to the last 
meeting, we felt that you would like to know 
our views. Also, we would like to have the 
problem settled before March, when new 
officers are due to be installed.

At this time, a lengthy discussion 
was held concerning the matter of dis- 
solving the Champaign-Danville Dis- 
trict Dental Society, due to the fact 
that they wish to form two separate 
components. Secretary Clopper read 
the conclusions reached by the Ad 
Interim Committee and Redistricting 
Committee in session December 5, 
1951, at Chicago. 

After considerable discussion, Dr. 
Helpenstell moved that the Executive 
Council concur in the plan whereby 
the Champaign-Danville District Soci- 
ety could operate with two branch so- 
cieties, each receiving a per capita divi- 
sion of income and that the District 
Society would act as a holding and 
forwarding organization and that an 
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executive committee be appointed— 
two members from Danville and two 
from Champaign—to work together 
and work out problems to the mutual 
advantage of all concerned. It is un- 
derstood that this division will be in 
operation until the final redistricting 
of the state has been accomplished. 
Seconded by Dr. Wenger. Carried. 

Report of the Membership Commit- 
tee was read by the chairman, Dr. T. 
C. Starshak, Dr. Tolar moved, Dr. 
Gresens seconded, that this report be 
accepted, Carried. The report of the 
Membership Committee contained two 
suggestions which were acted upon 
separately: 

1. That the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, upon granting membership to 
any member in military service, notify 
the State Society of which he is a 
member: 

Dr. Tolar moved, Dr. Scanlan sec- 
onded, that this suggestion be ap- 
proved. Carried. 

2. That the Chicago Dental Society, 
for the purpose of expediency, place 
the Chicago member of the Illinois 
State Dental Society Membership Com- 
mittee on the Chicago Membership 
Committee. 

Dr. Tolar moved, Dr. Zinser  sec- 
onded, that this suggestion be ap- 
proved. Carried. 

Dr. Graham moved, Dr. Smith sec- 
onded, that the January 12, 1951, 
Cartwright recommendations be _ re- 
opened and referred to the 1952 Coun- 
cil for discussion. Carried. 

President Gonwa presented certifi- 
cates of appreciation in recognition of 
their services as members of the Execu- 
tive Council to the following retiring 
Councilmen: Doctors Fred M. Helpen- 
stell, Joseph F, Porto and Walter R. 


Scanlan. (Certificate was mailed to Dr. 
George E. Thoma, retiring Vice-Pres- 
ident, who was absent.) 

The next order of business was the 
installation of new officers and coun- 
cilmen for the year 1952. The retiring 
councilmen introduced their succes- 
sors: Dr. C. F. Isenberger, Lanark, 
Northwestern District; Dr. R. H. Fell, 
Galesburg, Central Western District; 
Dr. Leonard C. Holt, Blue Island, Chi- 
cago District; Dr. Corvin F. Stine, 
Evanston, Chicago District. President 
Gonwa then introduced Dr. Melford 
E, Zinser, Chicago, President for the 
year 1952, and presented to him the 
official gavel of the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society. 

Dr. Gonwa expressed his apprecia- 
tion to the entire Council, Committee- 
men, Staff of the JourNaL and Central 
office, and thanked them for their co- 
operation during the year 1951. 

Dr. Zinser stated that he was proud 
to be the 88th President of the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society and that he 
would serve in his official capacity to 
the best of his ability.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 
MAY 6, 1951 


The first four months of this year’s 
activities in the Central Office have 


been somewhat varied due to develop- 
ments in various fields. The Depart- 
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ment of Registration and Education 
announced they favored reregistration 
in Illinois and it came to our atten- 
tion that they had prepared a sug- 
gested bill for presentation to the leg- 
islature. The President, chairman of 
the Public Policy Committee and your 
Secretary met with representatives of 
that Department and I can report that 
as of this date, the matter of reregistra- 
tion of dentists is not an active issue. 

The Central Office received a list of 
10,427 dentists registered in Illinois 
from the Department of Registration 
and Education. We are now checking 
this list and removing deceased and 
retired members and noting those 
members practicing in other states. 

A number of conferences and a 
great deal of correspondence has been 
carried on relative to the reorganiza- 
tion plan of the State Health Depart- 
ment, and at this time I am of the 
opinion that plans are well on the 
road to an agreeable conclusion. 

On March 3, 1951, this office mailed 
out 2,024 of the A.D.A. questionnaires 
to every third practicing dentist in 
Illinois. These questionnaires have to 
do with V.A. fee schedules. We have 
had 574 returns. There were 97 ques- 
tions to be answered and there is a 
very intricate and precise tabulation 
system to be used for evaluation. 
Originally it was thought that the 
A.D.A. Statistical Department would 
‘ tabulate these returns. However, at the 
last Board of Trustees meeting, no 
budget was set up for this work. On 
April 23, information was received 
that this tabulation could be handied 
by a professional agency for fifty dol- 
lars per hundred questionnaires. This 
would necessitate an expenditure by 
the Society of between $250.00 and 
$300.00 after the Central Office has 
spent approximately a week in editing 
the questionnaires. It is requested that 
in the event the A.D.A. Statistical De- 
partment do not have the funds to 
tabulate these returns that the Coun- 
cil authorize the expenditure of the 
necessary amount to complete this 
survey. In the event this becomes 
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necessary, the approved questionnaires 
will be forwarded to the agency and 
our Society will be billed later. This 
survey will be valuable not only for 
establishing an equitable V.A. fee 
schedule but will be of assistance in 
other fee schedules, such as public aid 
and other relief agencies. 

There has been agitation in redis- 
tricting the State for membership and 
representation purposes. However, un- 
til this past week, nothing official has 
been received in the Secretary’s office. 

The Military Availability Commit- 
tee has been changed to “Special Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs” with Dr. 
Robert J. Wells chairman. This com- 
mittee now has a double duty in that 
the members of this committee have 
also been appointed to the Advisory 
Committee for the Illinois Selective 
Service System for special registrants. 
This committee serves in an advisory 
capacity to both the Fifth Army Den- 
tal Surgeon and the Illinois Selective 
Service System relating to dentists un- 
der 51 called to service. There has 
been a representative appointed for 
every county in the state in which 
there is a Selective Service Board. 

RELIEF 

There are four members on relief 
as of April 30 and also two new ap- 
plications pending. 

‘TRANSACTIONS 

This year the Transactions was pub- 
lished as the February issue of the 
JourNAL and mailed to every member 
of the Illinois State Dental Society. 
The total cost for 6,000 copies was 
$2,038.64 as compared to $1,713.02 for 
the 1949 Transactions in book form, 
150 bound copies. Deducting the cost 
of $900.00 for one normal issue of the 
JourRNAL makes the net cost of the 
1950 Transactions $1,138.64. This is 
a savings of $574.38. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The membership standing, as of 
April 30, was 4,545, as compared with 
4,866 on the same date in 1950. There 
are 237 members out of the 4,545 that 
are life members or new graduates 
who do not pay State dues. It is felt 
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that the raise in A.D.A. dues and 
members entering service have been 
the greatest contributing factors to 
this drop in membership. 

The Society’s expenses to date, as 
compared with the budget, are well 
within the Committee’s estimate and 
no unexpected expenditures in the 
near future are anticipated to put the 
budget out of balance. 

The Component Officers Conference 
will be held Thursday noon, May 10, 
preceded by a luncheon. A mail vote 
was taken regarding this conference. 
The majority voted for Thursday; 
however, this vote was not unanimous 


and some other date satisfactory to all 
may be necessary in the future. 

Your President and Secretary attend- 
ed two meetings in Chicago relative 
to the formation of a state-wide inter- 
professional relations council to be 
made up of the dental, medical, phar- 
maceutical, nursing and optometric 
state societies. The chairman of our 
Interprofessional Relations Commit- 
tee has been a member of the Tem- 
porary Steering Committee and will 
give a detailed report to the Council 
of this new organization.

t SECRETARY’S REPORT 
JANUARY, 1952 


To the members of the Executive 
Council: 

The report of the Secretary will em- 
brace the activities of the Central 
Office following the May Executive 
Council Meeting, held during the An- 
nual Meeting in Peoria, May 7-10, 
1951. Although the attendance of 769 
fell 49 short of the 1950 meeting, the 
program was enthusiastically received 
by those in attendance. The Program 
and Clinic Committees presented out- 
standing essayists and clinicians and 
all sessions were well attended. Efforts 
are being made through the activities 
of a special committee and the Secre- 
tary in conducting a survey with the 
idea of possibly increasing attendance 
at annual meetings by holding the 
next annual meeting in some locality 
other than Peoria and Springfield. 

The President and Secretary, by in- 
vitation, attended the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Indiana State Dental Society 
on May 21 and 22. 

The Secretary attended the Fourth 
State Secretaries’ Management Confer- 
ence on June I1, 12, and 13 at A.D.A. 
headquarters. ‘Twenty-two states were 
represented and a well-rounded three 
day program was presented by the 


A.D.A. staff. One of the important 
matters cleared up at the conference 
was a routine worked out with the 
A.D.A. whereby State societies would 
be credited with membership of mem- 
bers in military service that were pay- 
ing A.D.A dues only. Thirty-three 
members of the Illinois State Dental 
Society in military service were sal- 
vaged and will pay 1952 A.D.A. dues 
direct through their own Component, 
the Component and State waiving 
their dues. 

The overall delinquent list has in- 
creased this past year over 1950; there 
being 240 for 1951 against 96 for 1950. 
The increase in A.D.A. dues, and 
world conditions have contributed to 
our decrease in membership. A mem- 
bership resumé has been placed in 
each Councilman’s folder. 

A V.A. dental fee survey was con- 
ducted by this office through cooper- 
ation with the A.D.A. Questionnaires 
were mailed to 2,015 members; 508 
returns being received. These returns 
were tabulated by a professional sta- 
tistical company and the report re- 
ceived is being used for a basis of re- 
questing an increase in the V.A. fee 
schedule. The chairman of the Advis- 
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cry Committee on V.A. affairs will 
report on this matter. A chart with the 
proposed increases will be found in 
each Councilman’s folder. 

The Secretary attended annual out- 
ings of the Eastern Illinois Dental So- 
ciety at Charleston and the St. Clair 
District Dental Society at Lebanon in 
July. 

The Fourth Annual Caravan Tour 
was conducted in September and Octo- 
ber 1951. In spite of additional public- 
ity, the attendance was not as high as 
was anticipated. The Secretary sug- 
gests that careful consideration be 
given by the Council as to the future 
of these meetings. It has been noted 
that attendance is low where monthly 
meetings are held throughout the year. 
Where Components have from one to 
three meetings during the year, at- 
tendance is much higher. Possibly in 
districts where attendance is low, con- 
sideration might be given to combin- 
ing two or more districts into one 
meeting. The Southern Illinois Dis- 
trict holds the record for attendance 
with an overall attendance of 243; 205 
of those attending being dentists. The 
officers and committee feel certain that 
the Southern District should always 
have a meeting of this type put on by 
the Illinois State Dental Society. 

The Illinois State Dental Society 
was represented at the A.D.A. meeting 
in Washington with a full delegation 
at each meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates. Our members took an active 
part in all deliberations, which in- 
cluded four of our members on Refer- 
ence committees. President of the 
American Dental Association, Dr. 
Harold W. Oppice, was presented with 
a wrist watch at the President’s Din- 
ner by. President Walter J. Gonwa on 
behalf of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety. 

The Illinois Medical Society, in 
conjunction with the Illinois State 
Dental Society, Ilinois Department of 
Public Health and the Department of 
Public Instruction sponsored a state- 
wide “Conference on Physicians and 
Schools” on November 15-16, 1951, in 
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Urbana. There were approximately 
100 in attendance, including 9 physi- 
cians, 7 dentists, 1 dental health edu- 
cator, 11 public health physicians, 33 
nurses (public health and _ school 
nurses and | dental hygienist) and 33 
educators. 

The first session consisted of ad- 
dresses by C. Paul Whiting, M.D., 
President of the Illinois Medical So- 
ciety; Walter J. Gonwa, D.D.S., Pres- 
ident of the Illinois State Dental Soci- 
ety; Roland R. Cross, M.D., director 
of the Illinois State Department of 
Public Health; Vernon L. Nickel, su- 
perintendent of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction and Fred 
V. Hein, M.D., Bureau of Health Edu- 
cation of the A.M.A. Dentistry was 
represented by Doctors Walter J. Gon- 
wa, Hugh M. Tarpley, Gordon A. 
Smith, Clarence A. Hanson, J. A. Biggs 
and John E. Chrietzberg, Mr. Edgar 
TI. Stephens and Dr. Paul W. Clopper. 

The dental representatives suggested 
before the opening of the meeting that 
a name other than “Conference on 
Physicians and Schools” be used, due 
to the fact that other professions were 
represented. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted by the general chairman, and 
he agreed that a change would be 
made in the name in the event of 
more conferences. 

In the November 15th afternoon 
session and the November 16th morn- 
ing session, the conferees were divided 
into four groups. Each group attended 
conferences in rotation on: 

1. Healthful School living 

2. Health Services 

3. Health Instruction 

4. Relationships 

Thursday evening a dinner was held 
with W. W. Bauer, M.D., director of 
the Bureau of Health of the A.M.A., 
as the main speaker. 

Each group was organized with a 
chairman, secretary and consultants, 
who carried on the conference for each 
group. Doctors Gonwa, Smith, Tarp- 
ley and Biggs acted as consultants for 
dentistry. 

The highlights of the dental partici- 














pation included information about a 
resolution and eventually such a reso- 
lution was approved, that candy, gum 
and carbonated beverages be elimi- 
nated from sale over the counter or 
through vending machines in_ all 
schools and that other food articles, 
such as popcorn, nuts and _ protein 
products be substituted. 

Fluoridation of communal water 
supplies and topical application of so- 
dium fluoride were freely discussed 
and it was the opinion of the dental 
representatives that those at the con- 
ference were practically unanimous in 
their approval of the fluoridation pro- 
gram. 

In the address of Doctor Cross, he 
stated that caries was one of the major 
problems of child health in the schools 
and that 90 per cent of the school 
children were affected and that caries 
was occurring five times faster than 
dentists could control it. He recom- 
mended the use of fluorine, both for 
communal water supplies and by 
topical application. Doctor ‘larpley 
brought up the subject of better edu- 
cation for teachers in the teaching of 
dental health in the schoolroom and 
stated that the Council on Dental 
Health of the Illinois State Dental 
Society was ready and willing to assist 
and arrange a five-hour course in den- 
tal health to be taught in the teachers 
colleges in Illinois. ‘There was consid- 
erable discussion of this subject in 
Group 3, which was “Health Instruc- 
tion.” The educators present in this 
group complimented dentistry in that 
they offered to supply instructors for 
this subject and stated further that 
such a subject could be placed in the 
curriculum without too much trouble. 
An official of one of the teachers col- 
leges stated that they were already 
using a county health dental officer in 
this capacity. Doctor ‘Tarpley also re- 
quested that a concerted effort be 
made relative to excuses for dental 
appointments during school hours. 

The conference closed with a noon 
luncheon and report on conclusions 
as reached in each group. These con- 


clusions were voted on and approved 
by the entire conference. A printed 
report of this conference will be edited 
by a committee appointed by the 
chairman and mailed to each partici- 
pant. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
those present that this first conference 
was very successful and that another 
one should be held at a later date. 

Two meetings were held in 1951 
regarding illegal practice of dentistry 
by dental laboratories in Illinois. A 
joint committee of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Illinois Dental 
Laboratories Association has been 
formed to work together with the De- 
partment of Registration and Educa- 
tion in attempting to stamp out this 
evil. The new Director of Registration 
and Education, Mr. C. Hobart Engle, 
has assured us that he will personally 
give all out assistance in this matter, 
both through his Chicago and Spring- 
field offices. 

Following instruction by the Execu- 
tive Council, the Secretary wrote 54 
letters to members belonging to Com- 
ponents other than the Component in 
which they reside or practice. To date, 
54 replies have been received. Of the 
34 replies, 23 wish to remain in their 
present Component. Of these replies, 
without exception, valid reasons were 
given and a large majority of these 
members have held their present mem- 
bership for many years in the Compo- 
nent in question. Two replied that 
they wish to remain as they are, but, if 
ordered, are willing to transfer. ‘Two 
replied preferring transfer to still an- 
other Component other than the one in 
which they should belong. Three re- 
plied that they were willing to be 
transferred. Four have already been 
transferred to the proper Component. 
‘Twenty members have failed to reply. 
By March 1, follow-up letters will be 
written to the remaining twenty and a 
full report will be given at the May 
Executive Council Meeting. 

Due to conflicting dates, it was nec- 
essary to set the date for the 88th 
Annual Meeting of the Illinois. State 
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Dental Society on May 19, 20, 21 and 
22, 1952, in Springfield. 

The 1951 Transactions will again be 
published in the February issue of the 
ILLinois DENTAL JOURNAL. Approxi- 
mately $800.00 was saved last year by 
using one issue of the JOURNAL rather 
than publishing the Transactions in 
single copies as in the past. Due to 
the fact that the Secretary’s office has 
received no comments for or against 
the printing of the Transactions in the 
JourNAL, the publication committee 





consider this plan acceptable to the 
membership. 

The auditor’s report presented to 
each member of the Council contains 
a complete financial statement for the 
year 195]. 

In closing, I wish to thank the offi- 
cers, councilmen, committee members, 
JouRNAL staff and my office for their 
most hearty cooperation during 1951.

By Council action in January and 
with the March Ad Interim Commit- 
tee approval, $12,000.00 was invested 
in twelve $1,000.00 Government ‘G” 
Bonds. 

At the January Council Meeting, it 
was voted to invest $10,000.00 from the 
General Fund; also to reinvest the 
$2,000.00 from bonds that were ma- 
turing. (Bonds purchased April 5, 
1951, and placed in I.S.D.S. Safe De- 
posit Box at Central National Bank 
of Peoria.) 

The Treasurer at the last Council 
Meeting was instructed to investigate 
possible investments. Local bank pres- 
ident advised Government Bonds. I 
contacted John Hollister, Executive 


Secretary of the A.D.A., and he turned 
over the entire investment portfolio 
of the A.D.A. I made a copy and pre- 
sented to the Ad Interim Committee. 
The Ad Interim Committee was unan- 
imous in opinion to purchase Gov- 
ernment “G” Bonds. 

We also purchased a $1,000.00 Gov- 
ernment “G” Bond from the General 
Fund and placed bond in Sadie Allo- 
way Retirement Fund. (Placed in 
safe deposit box.) 

The Ad Interim Committee recom- 
mends to. this Council to close the 
savings account in the First National 
Bank of Chicago; the balance as of 
April 30,—$2,715.50. $2,500.00 of this 
money to purchase Government “G” 
Bonds for Sadie Alloway Retirement 
Fund and remaining $215.50 to be 
placed in the General Fund.

EDITOR’S REPORT 


ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL 
JANUARY 11, 1952 


In order that the affairs of the ILLr- 
NOIS DENTAL JOURNAL be known to 
the officers, council and membership, 
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this yearly report is offered; it will 
attempt to summarize the aims, man- 
agement and plans of the JOURNAL. 














Offices: As is generally known the 
editorial and advertising office of the 
JourNaL is located in Chicago. It is 
staffed by the editor and one full time 
assistant, Miss Patricia Nealin; her 
official title is Advertising Representa- 
tive, although her duties cover much 
more ground than the title indicates. 
She not only handles the advertising 
but also has much to do with the 
mechanical process of putting out the 
magazine. We also have a Publication 
and Circulation office at La Grange, 
Illinois, staffed by Edward J. Krejci. 

Format: Our format has not been 
changed greatly this past year; several 
years ago we completely revised the 
style and looks of the JoURNAL with a 
new cover and complete new internal 
makeup. We use this style as a pattern 
and change it around very little. 

Content: The magazine consists of a 
total of 64 pages and cover, usually 
in the ratio of about 40 pages of 
editorial matter to 24 pages of adver- 
tising. This is thought to be a rather 
good ratio although it could vary 
somewhat and still be in balance as 
far as accepted standards are con- 
cerned. 

At present we have several feature 
articles appearing rather regularly in 
the JourNAL: The President’s Page has 
been written very capably this past 
year by President Walter Gonwa. De- 
cade Diary is a review of the JOURNAL 
of ten years ago written every other 
month by past president Neil D. Ved- 
der. First Class Mail is a department 
given over to letters to the editor; it 
is used when material presents itself. 
Here and There, which used to be a 
very popular column in our magazine, 
has died of inertia; its current writer, 
Gerard Casey, no longer has the time 
to write this column and we have been 
unsuccessful in a search for his suc- 
cessor. j 

The Hobby Series is a new and 
popular feature about the various hob- 
bies of our members; it will appear 
monthly for some time to come. 

We have always felt that the fore- 
most’ duty of the JoURNAL is to print 


all of the official news, announcements 
and actions of the state society. Fol- 
lowing that we have tried to devote 
the remainder of the available pages to 
good scientific papers and to current 
news about the local, national and 
international happenings in dentistry 
and the allied fields. In the main this 
news is a condensation, culled from 
news releases and from some of the 
250 to 300 publications that come into 
our office during the year as exchanges. 

We receive regularly about 12 or 14 
foreign dental journals from such 
countries as Spain, Mexico, Argentina, 
India, Japan, Great Britain, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland, Puerto 
Rico, etc. Some of these, such as the 
British Dental Journal are very use- 
ful; others are written in a foreign 
language and are of little use to us. 

One of our most important depart- 
ments is always the Component Soci- 
ety News. These are probably the best 
read pages of our JOURNAL, and the 
most important to many of our readers 
if we can judge from comments. In 
the past few years the component soci- 
ety news has increased some in volume. 
We always hope that we will arrive at 
the point where every component is 
represented every month with a good 
news item. 

We should like to pay tribute to 
our Component news editors; theirs is 
a hard, endless and sometimes thank- 
less job of digging out the news, writ- 
ing it up and getting it into our hands 
by the deadline each month. Inciden- 
tally, your own Component editor will 
welcome any news items you care to 
send him, so keep him in mind and 
either drop him a line or call him occa- 
sionally. 

While we are on this subject, the 
editor would also welcome news items 
from the councilmen, officers and 
members. We are sure that many news- 
worthy happenings take place over the 
state that are not reported in the 
JouRNAL only because we do not know 
about them. We are also interested in 
any good scientific papers that are 
presented before your local and com- 
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ponent societies. 

Staff: We have had about 23. com- 
ponent editors at all times during the 
past year and in the main they have 
been good about sending in news 
items. There was only one change in 
our editorial staff, Warren Willman, 
one of the Associate Editors resigned 
and was replaced by Andrew W. Sau- 
er, Jr.; the other Associate editors are 
J. Robert Schumaker and David Ber- 
man; Contributing Editor is Gerard 
J. Casey. The Publication Cominitice 
is composed of Paul W. Clopper, chair- 
man, the editor, and Edward J. Krejci. 
Our unofficial staff is composed of 
Dorothy Morotti Roseboom and Miss 
Sadie Alloway of the central: office. We 
are especially indebted to the Secre- 
tary and his staff in the central office 
for untold favors. 

We would like to take this oppor- 
tunity, as we talk about our staff, to 
thank them all for the work they have 
done during the past year for the 
JournaL. We would also like to thank 
the many friends throughout the soci- 
ety, such as the chairman of various 
committees, for sending us material. 

Special Issues: Each year we print a 
number of special issues; in February 
the entire contents, with some extra 
pages is given over to the Transac- 


tions. This will be the second yeai 
that these have been printed in the 
JourNAL; there are a number of ad- 
vantages to this arrangement over the 
old method of printing them as a sep- 
arate publication: The cost is much 
less this way, and each member of the 
society gets a copy. 

In April we print the Program Is- 
sue; this contains a synopsis of the 
complete program for the Annual May 
meeting. In August we have the al. 
phabetical Directory of membership, 
which is a very useful number to many 
members. We also give over one 
number to a Book Review Issue. 

For the future we hope to revive the 
Here and There column. One new 
feature is planned to begin in Febru- 
ary. Wallace Kirby, who has taught 
and lectured on the business side of 
dentistry for many years, will present 
a short monthly article on the econ- 
omics and business features of practice. 

We sincerely hope that you have 
made a point of reading your Journal 
each month during the past year and 
that you have enjoyed it and found it 
helpful. Please continue to read it dur- 
ing 1952. We will try to make it at- 
tractive, interesting and instructive.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH 
JANUARY, 1952 


To the Officers and Members 
ot the Executive Council: 

Since 1947 the Council on Dental 
Health has enjoyed a close working 
relationship with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Division of 
Dental Health. This is a desirable 
relationship, It provides for the imple- 
mentation of dental public health 
programs desired by members of the 
dental profession as expressed through 
their Council on Dental Health. Thus 
the dental’ public health programs in 
Illinois are the result of joint plan- 
ning between the Illinois State Dental 
Society and the State Division of Den- 
tal Health. 


projects during the past year that are 
worthy of special mention. 
Fluoridation 

Following the endorsement of fluori- 
dation by the Illinois State Dental 
Society, state-wide promotional efforts 
were begun. The Council on Dental 
Health assisted in the preparation of 
fluoridation kits which were sent to all 
Illinois dentists with a joint letter 
signed by the chairman of the Council 
on Dental Health and the chief of the 
State Division of Dental Health. 

This, and other promotional means, 
has alerted the state to the benefits of 
fiuoridation. ‘Two cities, Assumption 
and Chester, have started fluoridating 
their water; Carbondale and Carlyle 
have state approval of their fluorida- 
tion projects and will begin adding 
fluorides in the near future. Many 
other cities have made _ preliminary 
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fluoridation plans. 
Dental Health Poster Contest 

In the opinion of the Council on 
Dental Health and the State Division 
of Dental Health, the annual poster 
contest was a success this year in spite 
of the complications encountered. 
Members of the Council on Dental 
Health assisted in judging and other 
phases of the contest which terminated 
at the State Fair with the award of a 
twenty-five dollar savings bond to each 
of the four winners. Though the con- 
test has been discontinued on the State 
level, local communities are urged to 
hold their own contests. 
National Children’s Dental 
Health Day 

The Council on Dental Health as- 
sisted in the observance of this day by 
assisting the State Division of Dental 
Health in the preparation and distri- 
bution of kits of materials and through 
a special message in The Flyer to the 
dental profession. 
Dental Caravan 

The Illinois State Dental Society, 
with the cooperation of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, Divi- 
sion of Dental Health, sponsored the 
fourth annual dental caravan. The 
caravan visited each of the six dis- 
tricts of the Society. The Council on 
Dental Health was active in making 
the program arrangements of the car- 
avan. 
The Flyer 

The Council on Dental Health and 
the State Division of Dental Health 
published five issues of The Flyer, 

















which were sent to over 5,000 Illinois 
dentists. The Flyer is designed to help 
dentists keep abreast of recent develop- 
ments in public dental health. Officers 
of the Illinois State Dental Society are 
urged to contribute information to 
The Flyer which may be of interest 
to the dental profession, 
Council on Dental Health Meeting 

The Annual Meeting of the Council 
on Dental Health was held on April 
8, 1951, in the office of the State Divi- 
sion of Dental Health in Springfield. 
The Division of Dental Health’s pro- 
grams were approved by the Council 
on Dental Health at the meeting. 
Many problems relative to the dental 
profession and public health also were 
discussed at this meeting. 
Reorganization 

As a result of the reorganization of 
the State Health Department in Au- 
gust 1950, public health dentistry was 
lowered to a Bureau status. The IIli- 
nois State Dental Society felt that such 
an organizational position lowered the 
dental profession in the eyes of the 
public. It also added uncertainty to 
future public health dental programs. 

The Council on Dental Health and 
the Society as a whole did a great. deal 
of work to correct this condition. 
‘These efforts were rewarded on July 1, 
1951, when public health dentistry 
was restored to a divisional status in 
the State Health Department. This ac- 
tion should have a beneficial effect for 
the status of dentistry in the entire 
United States. 
Workshop for Illinois Public 
Health Dentists 

‘The State Division of Dental Health 
sponsored a workshop for public 
health dentists in Illinois. ‘The work- 
shop, the first of its kind in Illinois, 
provided an opportunity for inexper- 
ienced public health dentists to hear 
outstanding authorities in the field 
of public health dentistry and also 
gave them a chance to hear about vari- 
ous dental programs operating in the 
State. The Council on Dental Health 
heartily approves in service training 
programs of this type. 


Exhibits 

The Council on Dental Health co- 
operated with the State Division of 
Dental Health in the display of a 
fluoridation exhibit at the Midwinter 
Dental Meeting in Chicago, the State 
Fair and the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety meeting in Peoria. The exhibit, 
featuring a water cooler of fluoridated 
water, gave thousands of people a 
chance to gain first hand information 
about fluoridation. 
First Fluoridation Project 

At the April Council on Dental 
Health meeting, plans for promoting 
fiuoridation were approved. The first 
result of this‘ promotion came on Sep- 
tember 6, 1951, when the city of As- 
sumption began fluoridating its water 
supply. Since that time, three other 
cities have had their fluoridation plans 
approved by the State Health Depart- 
ment and many others have made pre- 
liminary plans to install this preven- 
tive measure. 
Topical Fluoride Demonstrations 
and Dental X-Rays 

Following the reorganization of the 
State Health Department and_ the 
establishment of regional health offices, 
the state topical sodium fluoride dem- 
onstration teams were discontinued in 
favor of a dental staff in each region, 
Originally this staff was to have in- 
cluded a dental consultant, a public 
health dentist, a dental x-ray techni- 
cian and a dental hygienist. However, 
a ruling of the state’s attorney’s office 
declared that a dental hygienist could 
not apply sodium fluoride under the 
Dental Practice Act. For this reason 
the state does not employ dental hy- 
gienists. Each of the state’s local health 
units were advised by letter by the 
Division of Dental Health to discon- 
tinue the use of dental hygienists in 
applying topical fluoride treatments. 

Eleven counties sponsored the dem- 
onstration program last year, provid- 
ing completed topical fluoride treat- 
ments for approximately 9,000 chil- 
dren. Since 1947, 39 counties have 
sponsored the demonstration _ pro- 
gram. As a result, 14 permanent local 
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sodium fluoride programs have been 
established in 10 counties. Plans have 
been made for the establishment of 
1] additional programs in the coming 
year. 

The dental x-ray program, the first 
of its kind in the United States, con- 
tinued to be popular last year. ‘Twen- 
ty-nine counties participated in the 
programs and 73,829 children received 
dental x-rays in state and local pro- 
grams. 

Your chairman of the Council on 
Dental Health feels that it is a major 
responsibility of the Council, and the 
Society as a whole, to support and pro- 
mote such programs. The Council on 
Dental Health has carried out this 
belief by supporting educational pro- 
grams aimed at acquainting the dental 
profession in Illinois with the advan- 
tages of community dental programs. 
Prepayment Dental Plan 

In accordance with a recommenda- 








tion by the Council on Dental Health 
that a study should be made of a pre- 
payment dental plan, the State Divi- 
sion of Dental Health has cooperated 
with a special committee appointed 
by the Society and the Council on 
Dental Health. In this regard two 
meetings have been held at Spring- 
field and Lawrenceville.

REPORT OF INTERPROFESSIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
MAY 6, 1951 


Your chairman with representatives 
of the State Medical Society and State 
Pharmaceutical Society met March 27, 
1951. Those present at this meeting 
were Dr. Harry Hedge, President of 
the State Medical Society, Dr. Wayne 
Slaughter, Chairman of the Interpro- 
fessional Relations Committee of the 
Illinois State Medical Society and Mr. 
Ralph Carpenter, Chairman of the In- 
terprofessional Relations Committee 
of the Illinois State Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

The purpose of this meeting was to 
talk over forming an Interprofessional 
Council on a county level, whereby 
these professions in the counties would 
have a chairman and a committee of 
Interprofessional Relations that would 
function on a professional, social and 
business basis; to deal with and inform 
their local neighbors on important 
events that may be of interest to the 
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profession and public at large. It was 
decided at this meeting also to invite 
the Nurses Association, the Optometry 
Association and the Veterinarian Asso- 
ciation to participate. 

On April 5, 1951, a meeting was 
called, and all of the above professions 
reported except the Nursing profes- 
sion. Dr, Glenn Moore represented the 
Optometrist, Dr. John Hardenbergh, 
Executive Secretary of the American 
Veterinarian Association represented 
the Veterinarian Medical Association. 
These two gentlemen were informed 
of our mission and were whole-heart- 
edly in accord with the objectives pre- 
viously mentioned. A meeting date was 
set for April 23 and plans were made 
for each profession to have its entire 
committee present to vote on forming 
this state-wide executive committee on 
Interprofessional Relations. 

On April 23 the Interprofessional 














Committees met at the Chiseler’s Club. 
There were in attendance representa- 
tives from each of the six healing arts. 

Those representing the Illinois State 
Medical Society were Drs. Harry 
Hedge and Wayne Slaughter. The 
Illinois State Dental Society was rep- 
resented by Drs. Gonwa, Clopper, Zin- 
ser, Mayer, Dittmer, Droba and 
Boothe. From the Illinois State Phar- 
maceutical Society came Ralph Car- 
penter, Joseph Cech, Herbert Doden, 
Tom Vratny and Harry V. Levin. Dr. 
Glenn Moore represented the Illinois 
State Optometry Society. The Illinois 
State Veterinarian’s Society was rep- 
resented by Dr. John Hardenbergh and 
the Illinois State Nurse’s Association 
by June A. Ramsey. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. 
Carpenter, temporary chairman, who 
asked Dr. Slaughter, the temporary 
secretary, to read the minutes of the 
previous meeting. 

Mr. Carpenter gave a resume of 
what had gone on before in regard to 
forming an Interprofessional Council. 
After there had been an exchange of 
ideas from each profession, the motion 
was made to form the Interprofessional 
Council. This motion was unanimous- 
ly passed subject to ratification by the 
respective executive councils of each 
association. 

On May I, 1951, another meeting of 
the Interprofessional Committee was 
held at the Chiseler’s Club and repre- 


sentatives of the above organizations, 
except the Nurse’s Association, were 
present. Officers were elected from 
these organization who will carry on 
the work of the newly-voted Interpro- 
fessional Council. The chairman of 
the Interprofessional Committee from 
each of the participating organizations 
will form the executive committee of 
the newly-formed Interprofessional 
Council. The council has elected a 
President, Vice-President and _ Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. This meeting ad- 
journed with each Interprofessional 
Committee chairman taking this in- 
formation to the executive committee 
of his respective state association. 
The aims and purposes of the Inter- 

professional Council should be on a 
state level. I hope the President and 
Executive Council appoint a chair- 
man and committee in every county or 
component society. This Council 
should prepare and offer a program of 
complete cooperation among the pro- 
fessions and the public. It should 
have plans for district and state meet- 
ings to function on a social, economic, 
professional and legislative basis that 
will effect the public and professions. 
This Council should function for the 
protection of the public against so- 
cialistic trends.

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REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 
JANUARY, 1952 


The Membership Committee is very 
sorry not to be able to report a 100 
per cent paid membership. 

The number of delinquents on 
March 1, 1951, was 494. The reason 
for this large number was _ twofold: 
the raise in dues, and the number of 
men being called into military service. 

By diligent work of the committee, 
the number of delinquents has been 
reduced to 242. Of these, 191 are in 
Chicago, and only 51 downstate. A 
number of men in military service 
have joined the American Dental As- 
sociation military section without no- 
tifying the state organization. These 
men cannot be counted as members 
of the state society, but still are mem- 
bers of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. 

Several letters complaining of the 
raise in dues were received, however 
the number was far less than had been 
anticipated.

REPORT OF THE PROSTHETIC DENTAL SERVICE COMMITTEE 


Following our last report, the chair- 
man of your committee has been ac- 
tively engaged in meetings and investi- 
gations of all prosthetic problems on 
the state level. 

On July 12 he met with officers and 
committeemen representing the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, the Illinois 
Dental Laboratory Association, attor- 
neys for both organizations and Mr. 
Kevin Burke, attorney in the State 
Department of Registration and Edu-, 
cation in Springfield. 

Minutes of this meeting probably 
have been reported by Dr. John W. 
Green, chairman of the Public Policy 
Committee, who called this meeting. 

On September 22, your chairman 
was invited and appeared before the 
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Illinois Dental Laboratory Owner's 
Association in Peoria at which time he 
discussed the objectives for enforcing 
the Illinois Dental Practice Act. 

On December 7, 1951, your chair- 
man met with Jacob L. Sheer, Super- 
visor of Complaints and H. J. Hebner, 
Assistant Superintendent in the Chi- 
cago office of the Department of Reg- 
istration and Education. 

A detailed report of their activities 
was given, including recommendations 
for revocation of licenses in one case 
and suspension in others. 

While there was some question as to 
whether or not substantiation in court 
could be obtained, the Department 
felt that their action would have some 
salutary affect, if above recommenda- 
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tion concerning suspension was made 
to the director. 


Following this, the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association representatives 
of a joint committee convened Friday, 
December 7, 1951, at 2:00 p.m., La- 
Salle Hotel, Chicago. Doctors Gonwa, 
Zinser, Green, Dodd and Clopper 
represented the Illinois State Dental 
Society. Mr. Richard Ehrhardt, Mr. 
Edward Grimes and Mr. Kermit C. 
Erickson represented the laboratory 
association. It was agreed that this 
committee should function with co- 
chairmen; one representing dentistry 
and one representing the laboratories. 
Doctor Green was elected chairman of 
the Illinois State Dental Society group 
and Mr. Richard E. Ehrhardt was 
appointed on December 20 by the 
laboratory association. It was unani- 
mously agreed that this joint commit- 
tee would not at any time consider 
matters of unionization but would 
confine their efforts to study and en- 
forcement of the Illinois Dental Prac- 
tice Act, 

Considerable discussion and sugges- 
tions followed relative to steps neces- 
sary in publicizing to the memberships 
the necessity of funnelling informa- 
tion as to illegal practice to the proper 
authorities. 

It was agreed that the first steps 
would be to direct a letter to the 
combined membership and all corre- 
spondence from members regarding 
illegal practice should be directed to 
the Enforcement Committee, 623 Jef- 
ferson Building, Peoria 2, Illinois, Dr. 
Paul W. Clopper, Secretary. 

The meeting adjourned at 4:00 p.m., 
to meet again upon call of the co- 
chairmen.

The purpose and policy of this Associa- 

tion has not changed. The word “Own- 

ers” was dropped from the name Decem- 
ber 1, 1951, by permission of the State 
of Illinois. 

The purpose of the Association is to up- 
hold the dignity and honor of the dental 
laboratory craft, advance in standards, foster 
cooperation among its members and extend 
its service to only the dental profession. To 
promote and effect mutual confidence and 
cordial relations between members of the 
dental profession and members of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Membership in the Association is open to 
ethical laboratories in the State, after be- 
ing in business one year, upon application and 
approval of the membership committee of 
the component where their laboratory is 
located. Chicago component applications are 
cleared thru the Chicago Dental Society be- 
fore the Laboratory Association acts upon the 
application. An application for membership 
in the downstate component is investigated 
by three laboratory members in the district. 
All applications must agree to uphold the 
Association’s Constitution and Bylaws. 

Any properly authorized committee by the 
Illinois State Dental Society will be welcome 
at any time to examine the official minutes 
of the Association. 

Laboratory Review lists 443 dental labor- 
atories in Illinois, 296 in Chicago and 147 
outside Chicago. The paid membership in 
our Association is now 90 laboratories em- 
ploying 678 technicians.

Prosthetic Dental Service 
Committee 
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To the Officers and Members 
of the Executive Council: 

At this stage in the session of the 
67th General Assembly, matters are 
just now becoming active. Virtually 
all major issues are yet to be settled, 
therefore this can be nothing more 
than a progress report. 

We have read at least a synopsis of 
each bill introduced and in numerous 
cases, the bills in their entirety, some 
1400 in total. So far nothing has been 
introduced which has important im- 
plications so far as dentistry is con- 
cerned. Some bills have some dental 
considerations, but nothing that is con- 
sidered detrimental to the health and 
welfare of the public or to the practice 
of dentistry as presently constituted. 

As is now well known, last year when 
the reorganization was instituted in 
the State Department of Public Health, 
dentistry was not happy when it found 
itself in the position of a Bureau status 
rather than that of a Division status 
which it previously enjoyed. This has 
been the subject of much concern and 
discussion, and the subject of many 
conferences. After long representations 
of dentistry’s position, ideas and ideals, 
there is assurance that this condition 
will be corrected very soon. 

The Department of Registration and 
Education has had under consideration 
a plan to introduce legislation to re- 
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quire annual reregistration of dentists. 
This has required long discussion and 
consideration. We have vigorously re- 
sisted the plan, on the basis of the 
action of the Executive Council. How- 
ever, as a result of the department’s 
insistence that it is a matter of such 
great importance that it possess a cor- 
rect list of all qualified practitioners, 
some two months ago we offered to re- 
submit the question to the Executive 
Council under certain conditions. No 
reply has been received to this sug- 
gestion and no recorded action has 
been taken, 

Of interest to dentists, consolidation 
of the Public Aid Commission with the 
Department of Welfare has been re- 
jected by the legislature. We have 
been informed that the Public Aid 
Commission has prepared legislation to 
be introduced at its discretion, to make 
it possible for the commission to pay 
professional men direct, rather than 
by the plan now in vogue. 

The busy last two months of the 
session of the legislature are now upon 
us and we shall continue our policy 
of eternal vigilance.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC POLICY COMMITTEE 
JANUARY, 1952 


During the last session of the IIli- 
nois legislature, the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society sponsored no legislation. 
However, it was rather a busy session 
due to the fact that some thirty bills 
were introduced which carried some 
implications of varying degrees of im- 
portance to dentistry. Of this number 
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eight carried clauses which referred to 
dentistry. These eight were followed 
closely throughout their courses. We 
were able to secure amendments to, 
or tabling of all which would have 
changed the practice of dentistry in 
Illinois as now constituted. 

In the end,..no bills were passed 
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which significantly changed the Dental 
Practice Act. 

In the Illinois statutes, dentists are 
not specifically exempted from jury 
duty, as are physicians, veterinarians, 
optometrists and others, but are us- 
ually relieved by common consent of 
the various courts. 

Recommendation: 

It is recommended that the Execu- 

tive Council instruct this committee 


to offer the proper amendment to the 
existing statute at the next session of 
the legislature, designed to specifically 
exempt dentists from jury duty.

REPORT OF THE JOINT MEETING OF THE ILLINOIS STATE 
DENTAL SOCIETY AND THE ILLINOIS DENTAL LABORATORY 
OWNERS ASSOCIATION 


The joint meeting of representatives 
of the Illinois State Dental Society and 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Owners 
Association was called to order at 2:30 
p-m., July 12, 1951, Abraham Lincoln 
Hotel, Springfield, by Dr. Walter J. 
Gonwa, President of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. Those representing the 
Illinois State Dental Society were: Dr. 
Walter J. Gonwa, President; Dr. Paul 
W. Clopper, Secretary; Dr. John W. 
Green, Chairman, Public Policy Com- 
mittee; Dr. Lloyd H. Dodd, Chairman, 
Prosthetic, Dental Service Committee; 
Dr. Walter E. Dundon, Chairman, 
Legislative and Law _ Enforcement 
Committee of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety; Mr. Karl S. Richardson, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Chicago Dental 
Society, and Mr. Montgomery S. Win- 
ning, attorney for Illinois State Dental 
Society. 

Those representing the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Owners Association 
were: Mr. Lewis H. Hall, President: 
Mr. William McInnes, Secretary; Mr. 
Richard C. Ehrhardt, Chairman, Pro- 
sthetic Relations Committee; Mr. Mil- 
ton Levy, Director and member of 
Prosthetic Relations Committee; Mr. 
Melvin Ehrhart, President of the 
Downstate Dental Laboratory Owners 
Association; Mr. Edward Grimes, Pres- 
ident of the Chicago Dental Labora- 
tory Owners Association; and Mr. 


Conrad Noll, attorney for Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Owners Association. 
Also in attendance was Mr. Kevin 
Burke, attorney for Illinois Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education. 
Dr. Gonwa turned the meeting over 
to Dr. Green who read the following 
resolution from the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Owners Association, dated 
April 27, 1951: 
. RESOLUTION 
Wuereas, there has developed in the 
course of the years a spirit of close coop- 
eration between the members of the den- 
tal profession and the ethical dental 
laboratory craft in the State of Illinois, 
and it is the desire of the dental lab- 
oratory craft as represented by member- 
ship in the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Owners Association to further this coop- 
eration; and 
Wuereas, the dental laboratory craft 
has been recognized by the dental pro- 
fession to be a necessary and desirable 
adjunct to the dental profession and in- 
tegral with it; and 
WHEREAS, over ninety percent of all 
dentists use the services of the dental 
laboratories, and therefore depend upon 
them as an auxiliary aid to the practice 
of their profession, and in the services the 
profession renders to the public; and 
Wuereas, this relationship requires the 
assurance of dependable, skilled and un- 
interrupted laboratory service; and 
Wuereas, there are within the State of 
Illinois, certain dental laboratories and 
technicians operating in violation of law 
in rendering services directly to the public 
which can legally only be rendered by 
licensed dentists; and 
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WHEREAS, such services are not only 
illegal, but because of the incompetence 
and lack of training of such illegal prac- 
titioners, the services rendered are det- 
rimental to the interests of the public; 
and 

WuerEAs, it is essential to the continu- 
ance and growth of the close cooperation 
between the dental profession and the 
qualified dental laboratory craftsmen that 
any encroachments and _ illegal activities 
of such character be suppressed and that 
the dental laboratory craft be enabled to 
carry on its work free from any outside 
unlawful pressures or activities from 
whatever source; 

‘THFREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the 
Illinois Dental Laboratory Owners Asso- 
ciation, together with the Dental Societies 
proceed to prepare for submission to the 
General Assembly of Illinois for consider- 
ation and enactment such proposed leg- 
islation as will prescribe standards of 
ethical conduct for members of the dental 
laboratory craft in Illinois, and provide 
suitable regulatory powers for the De- 
partment of Registration and Education 
to enable it to suppress those activities 
which do not come within the purview of 
ethical dental laboratory craftsmanship or 
which violate the Dental Practice Act; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we urge 
the cooperation and sympathetic sup- 
port of the dental profession to such leg- 
islation in view of the beneficial effects 
which it should have for the dental pro- 
fession as well as the dental laboratory 
craft and the public; and 

BE Ir FURTHER RESOLVED, that we again 
renew our pledge to cooperate fully with 
the dental profession and to continue to 
render the best possible service in our 
field to the dental profession, and to con- 
tinue to work for the satisfactory solu- 
tion of onr mutual problems; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Sec- 
retary be and he is hereby instructed to 
forward copies of this Resolution to the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the Chi- 
cago Dental Society for their considera 
tion.

Dr. Green asked just what sugges- 
tions the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Owners Association had in mind as to 
changes in the Dental Practice Act, if 
any, or just what they had to offer in 
the way of enforcing the Dental Prac- 
tice Act. 

Mr. Hall took the floor and asked 
if everything possible had been done 
to enforce the Dental Practice Act. He 
stated that his organization felt that 
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the Dental Practice Act had not been 
enforced. Dr. Green stated that the 
Illinois State Dental Society is just as 
interested as the Illinois Dental Lab- 
oratory Owners Association to see that 
the Dental Practice Act is enforced. 

Mr. Hall requested an explanation 
as to just what the injunction clause 
in the Dental Practice Act could ac- 
complish. 

Mr. Burke, attorney for the Illinois 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation, took the floor. He told the 
session that the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education have recognized 
that injunctive relief is the greatest 
deterrent to violations of the law. He 
stated that [llinois has the law, what 
was needed was enforcement. He ex- 
plained that the Department had 47 
investigators throughout the state of 
Illinois; one half of this number cover 
Cook county. However, these investi- 
gators have 22 other professions and 
trades, other than dentistry, to investi- 
gate. He stated that only six com- 
plaints had been received by the De. 
partment in regard to illegal practice 
of dentistry, and of these six, three 
had been disposed of by injunction 
and one disposed of by investigator 
without action. Mr. Burke told the 
group that if they could furnish the 
Department with leads, evidence or 
witnesses, the Department was ready, 
willing and able to do the job. He 
then made the suggestion that a logi- 
cal solution, in his estimation, would 
be to exert direct control of dental 
laboratories under the similar provi- 
sion as regulates dental hygienists, 
through enforcement of the Dental 
Practice Act. 

It was the opinion of Mr. Winning 
that in order to get effective enforce- 
ment of the Dental Practice Act that 
a joint committee of the Illinois State 
Dental Society and the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Owners Association should 
be appointed. This committee to in- 
vestigate violators of the law, furnish 
information and evidence to the Cen- 
tral Office of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, who in turn will submit this 

















information to the Department of 
Registration and Education. He also 
stated that it might be wise to employ 
an investigator or investigators. Mr. 
Winning said it was very important 
that violation information be forward- 
ed to the Department, as they have no 
way of knowing who these violators 
are unless the information is submitted 
to them. 

Dr. Green remarked that the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society has been 
getting complete cooperation from the 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation, and if we get the evidence to 
them, they will bring the case to com- 
pletion. He also stated that one oi 
the problems has been that we have 
not had responsible persons who would 
follow through and present the evi- 
dence against the violators. Dr. Green 
asked if the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Owners Association would consider 
the suggestion made by Mr. Winning 
and if this plan did not work out 
within the next year and a half, the 
Illinois State Dental Society would 
have no objection to opening up the 
Dental Practice Act. The laboratory 
representatives accepted this sugges- 
tion. 

Following this there was some dis- 
cussion as to the difference between 


registration and licensing. Mr. Burke 
stated that the terms “registration” 
and “licensing” are synonymous in the 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation. It was decided that a definite 
legal opinion should be rendered in 
regard to who should be licensed and 
who should be registered. 

It was then agreed that the Pro- 
sthetic Relations Committee of the 
Illinois Dental Laboratory Owners As- 
sociation would write their specifica- 
tions and submit same to both the 
Illinois State Dental Society and IIli- 
nois Dental Laboratory Owners As- 
sociation for approval. Dr. Green then 
asked if it was agreeable that the joint 
committee of the Illinois State Dental 
Society and Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Owners Association work together in 
regard to enforcement of the Dental 
Practice Act. Mr. Hall answered that 
it was agreeable to them that such a 
committee be appointed. This com- 
mittee to work together for the next 
18 months in order to definitely prove 
the Dental Practice Act was adequate 
or in need of revision. 

The meeting adjourned at 5:00 p.m,

REPORT OF PUBLIC WELFARE COMMITTEE 


The activities of the Public Welfare 
Committee consisted of letters written 
to committee members and component 
secretaries in the week of February 15. 
The letter asked the membership if 
they had any specific complaint in the 
manner in which Public Welfare was 
handled at local level in the com- 
ponent. 

The two biggest complaints were the 
method of payment of the fee to the 
dentist and the amount of the fee for 
dental services. Many men felt that 
the dentist who handled Public Wel- 
fare work was doing so at considerable 


sacrifice to himself. 

With the passage of House Bill 6000, 
it seems that the way is being cleared 
for direct payments to dentists as soon 
as this can be cleared through the 
State Legislature. 

At our Breakfast Meeting, which will 
be held in Peoria, a representative of 
the Illinois Public Aid Commission 
will discuss with the Public Welfare 
Committee matters pertaining to Pub- 
lic Welfare in the State.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE COMMITTEE 
JANUARY, 1952 


The Public Welfare Committee had 
a breakfast meeting at the Pere Mar- 
quette Hotel at the 87th Annual Meet- 
ing in May. Those present were Dr. 
Wm. J. Serritella, Vice-Chairman, Dr. 
Hugh D. Burke, Dr. Dale F. Fitz- 
Henry, Dr. E. E. Hoag, Dr. Charles E. 
Lauder, Dr. G. W. Akerly and Dr. 
John W. Green of the Public Policy 
Committee. 

The meeting was addressed by Miss 
Marjorie Bates of the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission. The main subject of 
discussion was direct payment to the 
dentist. At this time, it still had to 
pass the legislature, and Miss Bates 
and Dr. Green had an informative dis- 
cussion on how this was to be accom- 
plished. Direct payment will be effec- 
tive January 1, 1952. Most of the 
dentists seem to be fairly happy with 
the Illinois Public Aid Commission 
set-up except regarding dental fees 
which they feel are tod low. It was 
explained by Miss Bates that working 


on a limited budget, the Illinois Pub- 
lic Aid Commission is handicapped at 
this time in paying higher fees. Dr. 
Serritella held a discussion on the ad- 
visability of creating a sub-committee 
of public welfare in the Chicago area 
so that the Illinois Public Aid Com- 
mission may be helped and guided on 
a policy in that place. Nothing has 
been done about this sub-committee 
to date. 

Your Chairman feels that we have 
received fewer complaints this year 
than in the past in the way the Public 
Welfare has been handled at local 
levels. Your committee feels that these 
rapproachments are of importance, so 
that the administrative part of the 
Illinois Public Aid Commission may 
help to understand our dental prob- 
lems.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON DENTAL ECONOMICS 


The Special Committee on Dental 
Economics met in Springfield, Illinois, 
on June 24, 1951. This committee was 
authorized by the Executive Council 
to study and explore various types of 
prepayment plans for children within 
this state. 

Doctors Kesel, Chrietzberg, Morton 
and Winter were in attendance. 

It was agreed that three types of 
programs be explored in the study: 

1. (Clinic Type) Local practicing 
dentists would work in a clinic or 
clinics located in the schools or some 
convenient location for specific groups 
of children. The school authority or 
some designated agency would collect 
and disburse the fees. 

2. (Private Practitioner) The child 
would receive care by the local par- 
ticipating dentists in their private of- 
fices. ‘The money would be collected 
by a central agency. 

3. (Mobile Dental Unit) For this 
program a rural area where the unmet 
dental needs are the most widespread 
would be selected. This program again 
should be operated by the local den- 
tists who would work in the trailer 
provided by the local health depart- 
ment at convenient centers where 
enough children could be assembled 
to assure a full day’s work. The funds 
would be handled in the same man- 
ner as in Number | and Number 2. 

It was agreed that all three com- 
munities selected would have about 
the same number of people within 
its confines. It was felt that communi- 
ties with a population of about 5,000 
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change be. made at this time and that 
further study be given, allowing all 
components a chance to voice their 
opinion,

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
MILITARY AFFAIRS 


The Special Committee on Military 
Affairs met on Monday p.m., May 7, 
1951, during the meeting of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society. The meeting 
was well attended in spite of the fact 
that it was All Sports Day. Most of 
the members of this committee have 
been appointed and are serving on the 
local Dental Advisory Committee to 
Selective Service on the selection of 
dentists, physicians, veterinarians and 
other allied specialists. 

The relationship of the two commit- 
tees was discussed, and many current 
problems relative to the status of den- 
tists registered under Public Law 779 
were aired. 

Colonel E. W. Cowan, chief of the 
Dental Division of the Fifth Army, 
Chicago, Illinois, was our guest and 
answered many questions pertaining 
to the processing of dentists for mili- 
tary service. 

Geographically, Illinois is divided 
into twenty-eight groups with certain 
designated counties in each group. 
Each group has a local chairman and 
committee. The overall State Dental 
Advisory Committee to Selective Serv- 
ice is composed of approximately one 
hundred members. .This committee 
has been most active during the past 
year in determining: 

1. The essentiality or availability of 


special registrants, who registered un- 
der Public Law 779 and are called up 
for active duty through selective serv- 
ice. (Priority I up to the present time). 

2. The essentiality or availability of 
Air. Force dental reserve officers. 

3. The mobilization availability cat- 
egory of dental reserve officers of the 
U. S. Army called up for active duty 
in case of total mobilization. (Pri- 
ority IV). 

4. The essentiality or availability 
and priority of the naval reserve den- 
tal officers. (569 in Illinois).
